That will allow the employees that are 
currently doing that work to be re-deployed to more vital service tasks and undo 
unnecessary City regulations. Perhaps the same delegation could be 
accomplished with other areas, such as newspaper rack regulation enforcement, 
food truck enforcement, etc. Just an idea that really would seem to serve the 
resolution of City's budget problems and the community's service demands.
